If you have not already done 
so, plan now to register your name 
and the lines of genealogy you 
are working on in the December 
issue of the Genealogical Helper.

How Much 
Should | Pay 


Several queries have come to us 
lately asking how much a profes- 
sional genealogists should charge 
for their time. This, of course 
is a question with a lot of answers. 
The person who has built up a 
reputation for high quality work 
can naturally charge more than 
the person just starting. The re- 
Searcher who types all their re- 
ports and compilations should be 
entitled to more than the one who 
scrawls with a hurried hand which 
is hard to read. And the geneal- 
ogist with much reference mater- 
ial not available to the public is 
entitled to extra pay for its use. 

So it is hard to set down a 
fast hard rule as to how much per 
hour one should charge or figure 
on paying if they hire someone 
to do their research for them. It

is possible you might pay more 
for a given amount of work by 
hiring one person at 75 cents per 
hour than another at $2.00 per 
hour. 


Occasionally even the _ high 
quality professional hits a stump 
and does not deliver what their 
client expects and feelings arise— 
either the client refuses to pay or 
feels he has been over-charged. 


Our advice to those seeking pro- 
fessional help is to hire someone 
who can furnish good references. 
Don’t expect to get a definite 
number of ancestors or names for 
so many dollars—it never has and 
never will work that way. Get an 
estimate or a preliminary report 
before you agree to extensive re- 
search. 


To the professional genealogists, 
whether individual or societies, we 
say this: Handle the money sent 
you for research as though you 
had no right to it until you have 
completed your part of the bar- 
gain. Recognize the receipt of all 
cash immediately. Do not hold 
money sent to you unless you can 
give service within a reasonable 
time. The quickest way to loose 
the confidence of your clients is 
to take their money and then take 
your own time in completing your 
work. We have heard many com- 
plaints against one of the most 
prominent societies and they all 
boil down to this: “The take our 
money and then take six months 
—a year or even two years be- 
fore we can get any kind of a 
report from them”. No matter how 
big or important you are now, you 
must first, last, and always treat 
your customers fair or eventually 
go down as one who just plays 
for the sucker. 


As to charges per hour for in- 
dividual researchers, $1.00 per 
hour may be cheap or expensive, 
$3.00 per hour the same—it is all 
according to your personal abil- 
ities and productivity. But what 
ever you charge, be accurate in 
copying records and making re- 
ports. Your reputation is as much 
at stake in the quality of your 
work as in the way you handle 
your customers’ money. 





Genealogy of 
Mormon Pioneers 


We have an interesting com- 
munication from Mr. Charles D. 
Towndend of 11 Lexington Rd., 
West Hartford, Conn. She states 
she has had considerable calls for 
help from members of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Imtter-day 
Saints in tracing their ancestors. 
Some of them are not too specific 
in the information they give her 
for leads, and she asks if ‘we might 
help her in connecting up the fam- 
ilies who were early members of 
the church with the old pionecr 
families of the East. 


Her letter reads in part: “My 
thought is this—if you could send 
me a list of the original group 
who followed Joseph Smith to 
Kirtland and on to Nauvoo and 
Salt Lake City, I could work on 
the basis that families of the same 
surname MIGHT be descendants 
from the pioneer family who came 
perhaps from Burlington, Vt.; 
Cornwall, Conn. and so on.” 

“Many people write and say my 
great grandfather came with a 
group of settlers from the east--- 
some limit it to New York state or 
to Massachusetts but altogether 
too few give the name of a specif- 
ic town.” 

“Money, today, is precious to all 
of us. I don’t like to waste time 
and/or money by looking for hours 
in the wrong town. Any books that 
have a listing of original mem- 
bers, towns where they came from 
and dates would help much.” 

It would be wonderful if we 
could just say here is the list, but 
we can’t for thousands of reasons. 
Some of those thousands being 
over 80,000 people arrived in Utah 
before the advent of the railroad, 
May 19, 1869. Also that many 
thousands stayed in the East until 
after the driving of “The Gold- 
en Spike”. Many more never came 
farther west than Nauvoo, Ill. 
And still other thousands were 
buried along the trail. 

About the time the city of Nau- 
voo was abandoned by the Mor- 
mons, it had a population of over 
20,000 souls. This was in 1846. 
From then until 1869—23 years 
—the wagon and handcart com- 
panies steamed west from the 
Mississippi with thousands from 
every state making up the Union 
at that time. Europe contributed 
other thousands to make this trek 
the largest exodous of modern his- 
tory. 

We are giving a partial list of 
books which might help. But as 
you can see, with so many people 
from so many places it is well 
night impossible to connect all cf 
the early members of the Mormen 
faith with a specific city, or even 
a specific state. We know of no 
publication which attempts to list 
more than a small portion of 
those designated as Utah pioneers.

By manu- 
script is meant old letters, land 
grants, bills, paroles, clippings, 
diaries, account books, copied Bi- 
ble records, scrapbooks, bulletins, 
old music, newspapers etc. A col- 
lection can be two, two hundred or 
two thousand! Yes, we have some 
family collections containing over 
2,000! The gifts will be recorded, 
then placed in manila folders, la- 
beled with the family name which 
the donor prefers, then placed in 
locked steel filing cabinets. Au- 
thors, historians, research people 
who come to the library, study 
these materials for facts, descrip- 
tions, dates, names, etc., needed 
in their writing about the South.

It is evident that you have done 
a prodigious amount of work in the 
way of collecting your material, as- 
smebling and analyzing it, and one 
is amazed at the variety of families 
touched on. The arrangement of the 
book is excellent, treating as it does 
of each county separately in and 
orderly fashion, thus providing han- 
dy reference. It reminds me in this 
respect of HOWE’S HISTORY OF 
VIRGINIA, which I have long ad 
mired, now a collector's item. 

YOU HAVE WALKED THROUGH 
THE OLD ORCHARD OF Harrison 
‘family trees’’, with manifestly a 
contemplative eye and the horticul- 
turist’s love and care for the foliage, 
not hesitating to use the pruning 
knife and grafting tools, where in 
your judgment you have felt they 
were necessary. Here it may appear 
to some that you, in various places, 
have applied these instruments ra- 
ther liberally, and at times resorted 
to even a few transplantings, but, 
after all, as you indicate, you only 
present your charts, or many sec- 
tions of them, tentatively for the 
reader's interested consideration, and 
have no quarrel with him should 
he not agree. On this basis I am 
heartily in ggreement and have en- 
joyed looking over them very much. 

As we have already exchanged 
several letters in regard to your 
treatment of my own particular 
“‘tree’’, I must admit to some dis- 
concertation at my first view of it. 
However, this has now passed in 
the light of our better understanding 
of each other's viewpoints. I am 
satisfied its old trunk is sturdy 
enough to withstand a lot of nick- 
ing without material damage. I only 
wish that I could have been in touch 
with you before your manuscript 
was complete, and can appreciate 
that your c t regarding the 
ROCKINGHAM HARRISONS was 
largely incidental and a mere detail 





in all THE MASS OF HARRISON 
YOU HAVE PRESENTED. 

Your handling of the JAMES 
RIVER HARRISONS is most novel 
and interesting. I am doubtful 
though if you will find many to a- 
fee that there were originally TWO 

ENJAMINS, considering the pro- 
pensity of the early land owners to 
invest in scattered tracts located in 
a given general region, regardless of 
their lying in adjoining or di 
counties. It appears too that con- 
sidering the number of instances in 
which you have referred to Isle of 
Wight County, both in regard to 
Harrisons and to other families, that 
you may be ascribing a little too 
profilic soil to this locality, by way 
of a nursery. 

The old English Pedigrees present- 
ed are most interesting. To a read- 
er, however, unfamiliar with the 
originals, it is impossible for him 
to detect where your additions have 
been made. While I do not know 
your source, there appears to be 
some instances of discrepancies in 
your basic charts as compared to 
similar ones, I have used (the re- 
ference for which are cited in my 
book). These instances principally 
occur in two cases: one regarding 
the Gobian Harrisons and the other 
the Brentford Harrisons, and while 
neither case is of material import- 
ance AS COMPARED TO THE 
GREAT VALUE OF YOUR WORK 
AS A WHOLE, it is interesting to 
note how English authorities DIF- 
FER as may be observed from a 
comparison of your charts with the 
photostats herewith enclosed. I think 
you are RIGHT IN NOT TAKING 
TOO MUCH STOCK IN ENGLISH 
PEDIGREES, not withstanding their 
facination in some respects. 

Your ‘“‘TENNESSEE COUSINS” 
is practically a WHOS WHO OF 
THE EARLY SETTLERS OF THE 
STATE, and it will be MANY A 
DAY BEFORE ANOTHER SUCH 
FINE VOLUME IS PUBLISHED, 
giving such a variety of the names 
of old timers and their descendants. 
Your love of your native soil is 
evident in its pages, and I am most 
glad to have my own copy and am 
deeply grateful for your kind 
thoughtfulness. Please again accept 
my hearty thanks and my CON- 
GRATULATIONS on its publica- 
tion.

Since I am specializing in the 
European genealogy of American 
families, as you can see from The 
Handbook of American Genealogy 
1937 and from my book “Kress 
Family History” (a copy of which 
you will find at the library of the 
Genealogical Society, Salt Lake 
City, with which society I am in 
touch for more than 20 years), J 
thought it may be of mutual ad- 
vantage to get in touch with by 
this letter.
